gate to the sum of two dollars—but that the examination for the full peri- 
od has not yet been completed.

As per your Instructions of July 2, 1815, we have begun the Investiga- 


tion of the fiscal years 19C9 and 1910, but only having had a few days In 
which to give to the work, we have been unable to progress very far In this 
work. However, during this brief period of only one and one half days we 
have discovered a discrepancy of 1150.00 which will have to be accounted for 
by the City Treasurer. 


This Is a preliminary report, made for the purpose of advising the Board 


of Public Works and the Common Co-ncll of your city of the progress of our 
work. — 


AH of our work Is being done under the supervision of the Board of Pub- 


lic Works and subject to their orders and directions. 


We would recommend to the Board of Public Works that the following 


resolution be adopted by them and submitted by them as a part of their re- 
port to tha Common Council: 


"It Is the sense of this Board that the financial affairs of this city 


should be checked and audited for at least, the period beginning with the 
rear 1906 down to date and the Audit and Bond Company of America Is here- 
by instructed and directed to extend their examination back so as to cover 
the full period, beginning with the year 1903, and down to date."

("There is too much liquor consum- 
ed in New York City; there are too 
many people sick from it. That's 
enough for me. I don't care at this 
time to go into a technical discus- 
sion of whether a small amount of 
alcohol is or is not a poison. There 
is enough used by many people to 
poison them. 
"\Ye expect some opposition, but 
that won't stop us. We know that 
physiologically the case against al- 
cohol is strong. A substance which 
is protoplasmic poison, which les- 
sens the vital resistance, hinders the 
progress of the community, fosters 
poverty and all Ihe diseases which 
spring from poverty is something 
the use of which calls for vigorous 
handling by the department of 
health. Jhis is to be a real fight," 


Women Hare Helped Nevada 


The women of Nevada did not get 
all the reforms carried out that they 
had advanced in their first Tear of 
enfranchisement, but the following 
measures, backed by every woman^i 
organization in Nevada, have been 
passed since women gained the rote: 
Mothers' 
pensions, teachers' pen- 
sions, and a law modifying capital 
punishment Two-other laws just 
put on the statute books are direct 
results of women's efforts. One is 
a provision for kindergartens upon 
demand of the parents in any com- 
munity where there are 23 or more 
children of kindergarten age. The 
other 
law insures the 
equal- 
ity of mothers with fathers sharing 
the estate of a deceased child. Pre- 
vously Nevada's law was like that of I 
New York ttate In making the ftth-1 
er the sole beir of a child when both 
parents are living.

KEEPING THE RANGE SHINY] 


A safe and effective weapon against 


the typhoid or house fly has been 
found In powdered hellebore by scien- 
tists. Flies lay their etfgs chiefly In 
stable manure. 
Powdered hellebore 


relied with water and sprinkled over 
the manure will destroy the larvae 
which are hatched from the eggs. 
Since powdered hellebore Is readily 
obtainable, this puts in the hands of 
everyone a remedy for one of the 
pests that has been found dangerous 
as well as troublesome. Powdered 
hellebore, however, will not kill adult 
flies, which must be swatted or trap- 
ped. . 
. 


It has long been known that files 


breed In manure, bat previous meth- 
ods of destroying the larvae there by 
the use of strong chemicals have been 
open to the objection that the treat- 
ment under some conditions lessened 
the fertilization value of the manure 
or actually Injured vegetation. This 
Is not true of powdered hellebore. 
Government experiments have shown 
that the hellebore Is entirely decom- 
posed In the course of the fermenta- 
tion of the manure, and that even In 
excessive quantities It does no harm 
except to the larvae It Is Intended to 
destroy. 


Chickens picking In manure treated 


wltli It suffer uo III effects. 


One-half pound of powdered helle- 


bore mued with 10 Rallons of water 
Is sufficient to kill the larvae In S 
bushels, or 1C> cnblc feet of manure. 
The mixture should be spinkled care- 
fully over the pile, especial attention 
being paid to the outer ed^es. In 
most places hellebore Is obtainable in 
100 pound lots at a cost of 11 cents a 
pound. This mates the cost of a 
little less than seven-tenths of a cent 
per bushel of manure.
